Favoritism.' 



Such is the caption under which our 
contemporary defends and justifies the 
Government in giving out public work 
without competition or contract to 
political partizans. The articlo itself 
is permeated with falsehood. No one 
ever stated that §27,000 had boon ex- 
pended on the Government buildings, 
James' Bay, for which no tenders had 
been asked. What was stated was 
this, that $27,000 had been expended 
on theso buildings, only a small por- 
tion (somo §7,000,) of which was con- 
tract work; that the greater part 
had boen given to political favorites 
without having been subjected to com- 
petition; and it was contended that 
such a system tended to corruption, 
that it squandered tho public money, 
and that it inllicted gross injustice on 
the better part of our trades-people, 
who wore thus denied the opportunity 
of competing for such works. Neither 
is it true tbat "The great fault of the 
Government, according to tho Colo- 
nist, was not so much the giving of 
the work out without calling for ten- 
ders, as in having given it to those 
who were known to be their political 
friends." AVe contend and have al- 
ways contended that tho departure 
from the good old rule of having pub- 
lic work put up to open competition 
and done under contract constitutes 
the gravamen of governmental misdo- 
ing. This may not be the first time a 
Government has had recourse to such 
corrupt and expensive modes of re- 
warding supporters; but it is the first 
time we have ever met with a public 
journal so far lost to all sense of right 
and decency as openly to defend and 
justify it. "One good turn deserves 
another," says the organ; and it is 
perfectly right and proper that the 
Government should dispense the pub- 
lic patronage and revenue to their 
supporters alone! "All Governments," 
Bays our contemporary, "act upon this 
prinuiplo, aud, so far, "favoritism" is not 
only justifiable, but a plain matter of dult/J' 1 
Let the reader reflect. The Govern- 
ment are about taking over nearly 
million of dollars of the people's in- 
vested capital, with which to corrupt 
the constituencies and reward their 
supporters. "One good turn deserves 
another;" but what has Columbia 
done to deserve such treatment — to 
have her patrimony squandered and 
taxation ultimately ruinously increas- 
ed? "One good turn deserves an- 
other;" but who wilJ have to "pay tho 
piper" ? 

Consequences. 

This journal has always contended 
that legislation was necessary in ol- 
der to give force unci effect to the new 
Railway Terms obtained through Lord 
Carnarvon. Mr. Walkein was told 
plainly at Ottawa that legislation on 
tho part of Columbia would be neces- 
sary. But, seeing in legislation the 
necessity of a submission to the peo- 
ple of the very unsatisfactory results 
of his mission, Air. Walkem deter- 
mined that there should be no legisla- 
tion. In order to keep himself right, 
and make it appear that there was 
really no necessity for either legisla- 
tion or submission, the tricky Pre- 
mier took every opportunity to pro- 
claim that the original Railway Terms 
remain intact and that the new ones 
were merely in the nature of an un- 
- derstandiug between the contracting 
parties. AVe pointed out that this po- 
sition was inconsistent with the facts, 
that it was in direct contradiction to 
Lord Carnarvon's published despatch- 
es, and we ventured the opinion that tho 
Dominion Parliament might hesitate 
about implementing tho new terms and 
voting large sums of tho public revenue 
in pursuance lliereof.unlesa thoy were, by 
legislative enactment, substituted for the 
old, or, at any rate, until Col am bio had 
released Canuda from the ohl railway 
bond. Argument was, however, thrown 
away, and Ministers and their organs 
continued to persuade the peoplo into the 
belief that Columbia could both "keep 
her cake and eat it"— that no Relaxation 
whatever had taken place; that the old 
impossibles bond from which it was Caua 
da's primary object to obtain release was 
to remain intact while Canada undertook 
tho superadded obligations imposed by tho 
new terms. There would appear to be 
too much reason for apprehending thai 
the view taken by tnis journal was the 
correct one, that the Province has been 
iriHled to its own grout injury by- 
its Ministers. It would appear from 
a telegram from Mr, Dewduey, wiiiob. 
was published m our last ibsui , thai the 
Esqainiali-Nanaimo Railway fiill owes 
its death to tho position assumed by oar 
Government ;— in other words, that Can- 
ada declines to pay tho stipulated prico 
of Relaxation until properly assured that 
she is to have Relaxation. We regret to 
know that there are indications that 
railway construction will be delayed on 
that account, — that Mr. Mackenzie does 
not feel justified in proceeding with tho 
Work of railway construction on tho Is- 
land in view of tho declarations of our 
Ministers and the action of tho Senate. 
This is, inueed, a serious matter for this 
section of tho Province.

FOURTH SESSION. 

Monday, April 19. 

PETITIONS. 

Mr. Robaon presented a petition sign- 
ed by a lnrgo number of the inhabitants 
of Nunuinio asking for an additional mem- 
ber. 

EDGAR'S CKEDIINTIALS. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem read the following 
dispatches from the Right Hon. A Mac- 
kenzie, Promier of Canada, to tho Lieut. - 
Governor of British Columbia:

Sir: — I have just received your tele- 
gram informing mo that you had not re- 
ceived the letter I addressed you by Mr. 
Edgar of Feb. '21st, 187-L 

I was not aware until I received your 
tolegram that tho letter had not been de- 
livered to you. Mr. Edgar has to-day 
informed mo that he did not hand you 
the letter as your Ministers objected to 
any communication being made except 
through them. Mr. Edgar did not pre- 
Tiously make mo aware of this objeotion. 
Had I been informed of it at the time I 
would have directed him to deliver tho 
letter notwithstanding the objection. 

I ean only now oxpiess my regret that 
the letter was not delivered and that see- 
ing- it was not delivered, that it was 
published with tho correspondence. I 
observe, however, that there is nothing 
in the letter which would apparently af- 
fset the question to bo discussed by Mr. 
Edgar, as similar assurances wore oonvey- 
;ed in my letter by Mr. Edgar to Mr. Wal- 
kem.

REPORT. 

Mr. MeCreight reported tho Consoli- 
■ dated Act of Victoria City with amend- 
ments. Also the Bill to incorporate the 
Protestant Orphaus Home. Also tho 
Bill to amend the License Act. 

X8QUItf.lI/r AND HANAIMO RAILWAY. 

The Honorable Mr. Walkem asked 
leave to introduce a Bill intituled "An 
.otjreBpooting the Esquimalt and Nanai- 
' way." Granted and read first 
le. Second roading to-morrow. 

STIOKEBN TRADE. 

Mr. Holbrook move that a reapectfal 
Address bo presented to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, asking that he will 
reocommond the Dominion Government 
to grant a Mail Subsidy for a steamer 
from Victoria direct to tho boundary on 
«. Stickeen River, to avoid Custom House 
complications at Wrangol, 

Mr. Robson seconded. 

Mr. Holbrook referred to the treaty 
between Russia and Great Britain, and 
to the exactions of the American cus- 
toms officers upon miners bound up to 
Cassiar quoting from tho leading paper- - 
Thb CoLONisT--to show how infamous 
wero tho transactions. Ho believed tiiat 
a steamer running direct to the boundary 
lino would avoid these impositions. In 
one cuso an American Collector of Cus- 
toms, arrested for defrauding British 
•nbjeots, had been sent bank to duty. If 
tho United Stains would not give Canada 
her treaty rights Canada should close 
her canals to American vessels. 

Mr. Robson held that if the attention 
• f the United States Government were 
drawn to tin's ease they would at once 
put a stop to them. Our large and in 
oroasing carrying trade between Victorin 
and Wrangel was almost entirely in tho 
hands of foreigners, and he did not think 
that in all cases passengers had been 
fairly treatod. It was in tho interests of 
Canada that hor sniTjects should be fairly 
treated and that every convenience should 
be given to tho prosecution of that trade 
by British subjects. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho whole diffi- 
culty arose from the fact of the Hudson 
Bay Co. fixing their post at tho point 
that they had on Stickeon River. Tho 
Government had tho matter in hand aud 
would give it, every attention. 

The resolution was passed. 

l. c. F. 13. 

Mr. Barnston introduced a Bill to in-' 
corporate tho Lightning Crook Fire Bri- 
gade Company. 

TlOrOItU WATER WORKS GUARANTEE. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that tho Gov- 
ernment had consented to give an addi- 
tional guarantee of $50,000 for tho Vic- 
toria Water Works. 

PILOTS, 

Mr. Smith movod bo humble address 
bo presented to His Honor the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, praying that it he w'ill bo 
pleased to renoiiimoni 1 . to tho Dominion 
Government tho expediency of appoint- 
ing » Board of Pilot Commissioners for 
thi« Province, to carry out the Pilot Re- 
gulations. 

Mr. Smith said tho Victorin pilots bad 
a little cockleshell that had to run away 
from "any little oatspuw that may arise" 
(laughter). They ought to have a 60 or 
70-ton boat which thoy could soil in all 
weathers. 

Dr. Tolmio seconded. 

Mr. Smitlio suggested that tho resolu- 
tion bo withdrawn n« ho was informed 
that a Pilot Board had boen established 
by the Dominion Government. 

Mr. Hughes said tho PiiotLaw aa far 
as if. refoiTod to British Columbia was in 
a regular muddle. 

After a few remarks from lion, meni- 
borB art to the existence or non-existenco 
of a Pilot Board tho resolution wan paas- 

«d. 

FOREIGN STOCK, 

Mr. Smith asked what aotion the gov- 



ernment intendod to tnko with regard to 
taxing foreign cattle pasturod in this 
Provineo. 

Mr. Walkem said tho government had 
not yet considered the matter, and that 
tho govornmo.it would bo happy to con- 
fer with tho hon. members from tho mid- 
dle country upon the subjeot. 

Resolution withdrawn. 

WAYS AND MEANS. 

House went into Committee, Mr. Duck 
in the Cha'r. 

Hon. Mr. Armstrong moved that tho 
amounts voted in tho Estimatos and BUp- 
plimentary Estimates ($744,000 in all) bo 
guaranteed aud charged against tho con- 
solidated rovonues fund. 

Carried. 

The Committeo roportodand thoHouso 
adopted tho report. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem in reply to Mr. 
Robson said the House would be proro- 
gued on Thursday. 

House wont into Committeo on tho 
Supply Bills. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem introduced tho Con- 
stitution Amondment Act to include with- 
in tho Electoral District of Victoria City 
tho pieces or parcels of laud comprised in 
oxtendod city limits. 

Tho Bill was passod by tho Com- 
mitteo of the Wholo and by the House. 

INDEMNITY BII1I1. 

Hon. Mr. Wulkom moved the Members 
Indemnity Bill, which oxpunged tho timo- 
limit (50 days) for tho sessions of the 
House, and loft the sessional allow- 
ance blank. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson said that when 
out of tho House ho was opposed to any 
further indemnity to members. In a 
country so poor as this members should 
bo willing to servo their country for bare 
oxponses. He said ho should urgo his 
views in Committeo. 

House want into Committeo on this 
Bill, Mr. Booth in the Chair, 

Hon. Mr. Walkem, in favoring tho in- 
crease, said the House of Commons had 
raised their own allowance from $(500 to 
81.000, and there was not a murmur of 
diesent heard throughout the country. In 
the Eastern Provinces of the Dominion 
where living was cheap a much Inrger al- 
lowance was made to members of the As- 
sembly. In new countries wo have fow 
wealthy men, and by tho Standing Or- 
ders no person in tho House will be per- 
mitted to take part in any work foi which 
tho government is paymaster. It was the 
express desire of his constituency that 
tho allowance should bo increasod in or- 
der to enable them to send men for 
members who otherwise could not attend. 
He was sure members would bo anxious 
enough to get the work finished and go 
to their homes and ho did not see why 
the time should be fixed; he would make 
the sum S500. 

Mr. Holbrook said his constituents had 
expressed their opinion on tho subject, 
aud he had nothing to do but to support 
their views. He believed that 8250 for a 
session of 50 days would be sufficient, 
and would movo an amendment to that 
effect. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson felt bound to 
support the amendment. One of tho ar- 
guments of the hon. Attorney General 
was that if we wanted good legislation 
we must pay for it. Now, he thought 
that tho hon. members on tho Treasury 
Benohes wero paid too much and he 
could not vote for their salaries to bo re- 
duced if he votod for the members' al- 
lowance to bo increased. Ho said that if 
members could not receive money for any 
job for which tho government was pay- 
master, it was singular that there wero 
members now present who had received 
money, and therefore that argument fail- 
ed. He also alluded to mombers receiv- 
ing mileago who wero not residing in tho 
districts from which tho mileago was cal- 
culated. (Tho Chairman— Order, order; 
that is not tLo question; we are not inves- 
tigating tho oondunt of members.) Very 
well, ho would speak to the question. Ho 
thought $5 por day was enough, and 
would vote for tho amendment. 

Mr. Smithe thought it was customary 
by the rules of tho House to give a vote 
on a subject in which thoy were interest- 
ed. It was tho duty of tho Government 
to bring down tho Bill without blanks, 
ospocially aftor tl)oy ltnvo sent round tho 
Province and sought for tho views of the 
constituencies. Why, tho leader of tho 
Government, in 1873, was one of tho 
principal originators of the sohemo of 
sonding papers round to get tho opinion 
of the constituencies, and what was tho 
answer: $5 a day and not S7, and now ho 
comes down ana says from his phico in 
tho House that it shall bo §10 and this in 
the face of tho answer he had received. 
Ho had advocated at tho time that a dif- 
ferentia bo made between members resi- 
dent in Viotorin and members coming 
from a distance 

Hon. Mr. Walkom was of opinion that 
tho thing if done at all should be done 
now and if tho public did not like it they 
could elect gentlemen to mluco it; but 
there- would bo quite a howl of indigna- 
tion if tho first tilling tho uow House did 
was to raisa their pay, 

Dr. Tolmio was willing that members 
coming from a distance should have a 
special allowance; but ho thought that 
those who paid should say what the pay 
was to bo. 

Mr. Barnston opposed tho idea of a 
sliding scale. He agreed with the hon 
Attornoy"General thai this was tho pro 
por time to settle tho question. 

Mr. Smith said he had heard several 
of tho electors say they wero very sorry 
they had ever signed any such papers as 
those which had been sent round u year or 
two ago. For his part if he was not worth 
$}0 u day in tlio fjouie ho w.is not worth 
a cent, If members had been worth $250 
a year for 4 years hack did anybody mean 
to say thoy wore not uuw, with ull the 
experience they had gained, worth $500 
a session, (Laughter.) 

Mr. A. R Robertson favored nn in 
crease in tho allowanoe, 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said thnt tho last ses 
siou of the House was tho proper timo to 
consider. Many of the present members 
would not perhaps Hit again, consequent- 
ly no member could bo accused of voting 
to increase his own pay. Ho thought $251) 
too small. 

Mr. Smithe thought tho voting papers 
sout round by the Government ought to 
have settled the question. For his own 
part ho thought $250 too small, but after 
the manner in which his constituents 
had spukon he was bound to sink his 
own views. £}o thought $500 to largo at 
all events. 

Mr. Holbrook supported the views of 
tho hon. member for Oowichac lie 
thought nil should be governed by con- 
siderations of what tho country could 
afford. 

Mr. A. R. Robertson if challenged to 
Btato his opinion would suggoat *i400. 



Dr. Tolmio thought the rational and 
proper change to bo inado would bo to 
increase the pay of members from a dis- 
tance. 

Mr. Booth supported the $500 and said 
that lie would not como back except at 
an increased indemnity, 

Mr. Hughes said $5 was not enough; 
but still tho quostiou had been tested and 
he would voto against tho $500. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said districts wore 
anxious to bo represented by local mem- 
bers, and if they wanted that thoy must 
bo prepared to pay more. He held that 
the argument ivs to tho advantages pos- 
sessed by members who woro residents 
of Victoria was more imaginary than 
real, aud he contended that after a man, 
bo ho resident or not, had attended to 
committee work in the mornings and to 
the debates in tho afternoons he was not 
fit for much other work, and tho country 
ho was sure did not wish for this with- 
out being willing to pay for it. Ontario, 
Quebec and Nova Scotia had no sliding 
Hcaloand ho thought wo should bo hotter 
without it. 

Mr. Brown agreed with tho hon. At- 
torney General and would voto for tho 
$500. 

Mr. Robinson ugreod that $500 was 
litt.lo enough for the sorvico, still, as his 
district had distinctly spoken against an 
increase, ho thought ho must vote for the 
smaller amount. 

Dr. Tolmio said that after a gentleman 
had legislated for eight or ton hours in a 
day he was not fit for much elso. He 
would move that tho sum of $400 bo sub- 
stituted for $500. 

Tho hon. Provincial Secretary main- 
tained that the opinion of the country 
had been most plainly expressed in many 
districts and ho could not seo how mem- 
bers for districts where this had beon 
done could not vote in favor of it. 

Mr. Semliu favored an increase. 

Mr. Robson was amused to seo lion, 
members who had strongly supported tlio 
government in making an appeal to peo- 
ple now turn round and support it in an 
opposite course. 

Tho Committeo decided to fix tho 
amount nt $100, by a voto of 10 to 9. and 
the Speaker's indemnity »•< iixed -t $1000. 

Committeo rose aud reported, 

Previous to tho report being accepted, 
Mr. Booth said that he thoroughly ap 
proved of the increase and if his consti- 
tuents did not support the view ho had 
taken then he should not return as a 
member of the next House. 

It. AND Q. OF voters' niLL. 

The Registration and Qualification of 
Voters' Bill was recommitted, and a fow 
amendments tho Committeo rose and tho 
House adjourned until Bp. m. 



EVENING SESSION. 

In Committee on the Qualification and 
Registration of Voters' Bill, 

'lho Hon. Attorney General ofTorod an 
amondment to bo inserted as Clause 31, 
"Provided that for tho year 1S75 persons 
temporally absent from British Colum- 
bia possessed of tho qualification, may 
make their claim to voto by an agent." 
This was accompanied by a correspond- 
ing form of declaration. Passed. 

Tho hon. Attorney General said that 
he proposed, to avoid all foar of this Bill 
being disallowed on any ground, to in- 
troduce a short bill providing "No Chi- 
naman or Indian shall have his name 
plaead on a list of electors for any dis- 
trict, or shall vote for a member for any 
district ; and, also, that any collector who 
shall insert the name of any Chinaman or 
Indian in any such list, or receive tho 
vote of same, shall bo subject to a fine of 
850 and in default be imprisoned for a 
term not exceeding one month; and that 
he shall strike off any such names under 
similar circumstances."

VICTORIA AND ESQUIMALT RAILWAY HILL.

To obviate this t hoy put in a clause to 
tho effect that the Act should not have 
ell'eot until two years, and that it 
should cot go into operation even thon 
until the < 'ana nan Pacific Railway had 
Bi'h'Cted their own land. The Company 
oame before the House again and stated 
that the Canadian Pacific Company being 
dead thoy ask for another on 
similar conditions — that tho Act should 
not bo in operation for 2 years, and the 
Dominion Government take tho place of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company. 
The provisions of this Act shall not 
have force or effect until the 81st Dec, 
187ij, unless the Dominion Pacify] Railway 
Company shall m tfie meanwhile have se- 
lected and acquired sqch luuda as they 
may require for tho purpose of :-o,id Rail- 
way. 

After remarks by Missra, R ibson, A. 
R. llobertsou and Barnston, in tho course 
of which me qiidstiun as to the propriety 
of the Government requiring a deposit 
of a certain percentage of the capital us 
a guarnutoe of the good faith of tho com 
pany who raised. 

Mr. Duck, tho promoter of the Bill, 
sail! he had no power to concede the 
point and would ask that the Committee 
rise until to-morrow, when ho should be 
able to give further information, 

Committee rose and reported.

Cargo Offered.— The Tacoma Tribune 
says Tho Goodall, Nolson * Perkins 
Steamship Company have beon offered by 
their agent at thin place, representing 
persons in tho Taooma Valley, the tran- 
tportution to San Francisco of a thou- 
sand oords of cottonwood bolts. This is 
equivalent to three thousand tons mea- 
surement, and for it tho company were 
offered eight dollars a cord. Besides 
other freight that would offer and pas- 
sengers, such a vessel as the Los Ange- 
les cuuld easily take down two hundred 
cords of bolts. Who doubts that the 
new route will be a paying one from the 
beginning? A small vessel like this 
steamer, making fortnightly trips, can 
easily earn twelve thousand dollars a 
month after sho has established o reputa- 
tion for regularity and reliability.

Ho! for the Pacific Coast. 

[From the Orlllo Expositor.) 

We have beon informed that a col- 
ony is in process of formation in this 
uown for tho purpose of ultimately 
proceeding to British Columbia, that 
is if thoy should succeed in obtaining 
aid and encouragemeut from the local 
Government of ihat Province to whom 
they intend to apply with that view, 
If people will emigrate they certainly 
may as woll go to British Columbia as 
anywhere olso. British Columbia 
may bo called tho Switzerland of the 
Dominion for its wild mountain scen- 
ery aud its rapid rivers. It will never 
bo a great agricultural country but its 
mineial wealth is enormous, and in a 
commercial point of view it occupies a 
very fa\orablo position. By all ac- 
counts it has a glorious climate — the 
balmy breeze of the scene Pacific fan- 
ning it so softly as almost to maintain 
a perpetual summer. Itseplendid cli- 
mate, which would bo invaluable to in- 
valids, is undoubtedly its great recom- 
mendation. There aro some vnlloys 
and stretches of good agricultural land, 
too, but the genera 1 character of the 
is more adapted to commerce and min- 
ing. The rivers, streams, lakes and 
seas teem with every variety „of fish, 
from tho lordly salmon downwards. 
The natives are remarkable for sea- 
manship, boat-building and architec- 
ture. Horetzky, a Government offi- 
cial, detached from the Sandford 
Fleming Expedition in order to explore 
the Peace River Pass in the Rockv 
Mountains with a view to its availa- 
bility for tho Pacific Railway, gives a 
mest fascinating description of the cli- 
mate of British Columbia. Ho ay-: 
— "The Canadian reader will be, doubt- 
less, surprised when I say that wo 
lolled aw.ay an hour or two upon the 
Otter's deck (this was tho 11th Febru- 
ary), basking in the bright sun, and 
fanned by the most delicious of breez- 
es. It was like running clown the 
trudes and brought baok recollections 
of former voyages In the sunny seas of 
the Southern hemisphere." This de- 
scription is certainly startling enough 
when contrasted with tho almost Si- 
berian severity of the present winter 
here. Especially when we remember 
that the scene took place on tlio 11th 
of February, and north of tho parallel 
of 50, 



"Tho Land of tho Setting Sun." 

(From tho OrilU Expositor.) 

The week before last we had an ar- 
ticle merely alluding to tho colony 
which was organizing in this town for 
tho purpose of going to British Col- 
umbia. We had then no idea that 
there vvas such a deepseated feeling in 
favor of emigration. In dealing with 
the subject wo do not propose to criti- 
cise the motives of the intending emi- 
grants, we just take the question up 
on its own merits Were a person to 
ask us the question direct :— "Do you 
approve of emigration from Ontario 
as a question of bettering your condi- 
tion ?" wo would unhesitatingly say — 
most certainly not! Affairs in Ontario 
are, at the present moment, going 
through a mere incidental crisis from 
which the Pearl Province of tho Do- 
minion will emerge, not only with un 
dimmed lustre, but with super-added 
brilliancy. There is no place under 
the sun that offers moro certain chan- 
ces of comfort and independence to a 
poor man than tho Province of On- 
tario, we are proud to say. To be 
sure, for small capitalists and ener- 
getic and pushing business men with 
capital, British Columbia may be a 
favorable field . We have no doubt at 
all that many people have the exper- 
ience, tact and business energy that 
will guide them to rapid wealth in a 
country situated aa British Columbia 
is. It may at any moment be con- 
verted into a second California or 
Australia by some astounding dis- 
covery of rich gold mining country in 
its interior. There is more or less 
gold mining going ou always, and in 
this tho country has tho elements of 
prosperity within itself, being a gold- 
bearing country and also a good agri- 
cultural country, though not surpass- 
ingly so, Added to that fact it is to 
bo tho Port of the Dominion on the 
Pacific. In reality the nearest part of 
the Dominion to the vast populations 
of the East. The great Pacific Ocean, 
only, separates it from China and -la- 
pan. At Esquimalt there is n magni- 
ficent harbour, suitable to what, may 
at some future p i iod be tho commer- 
cial i apital of the world, for there can 
hardly bo a doubt, that the -bust and 
West will join hands somewhere on 
this route. Whatever that fortunate 
spot may be, its future will bo iueou- 
coivably grand , being ihe emporium 
of two hemispheres and encompass- 
ing a traffic before which all past ex- 
amples of commercial centres will 
pale iuto utter insignificance, But all 
this is merely speculative, for the pre- 
sent the Dominion will spend a vast 
amount of money in that Provineo on 
various national enterprises besides 
the huge apportion men t which is to 
bo made to the Pacilio Railway.
